of the Russian ships. 
All that seem s 
to be established is that there was a 
day’s running fight and night’s torpedo ■ 
fight, in which som e of the ships be­ 
cam e parted from the squadron, but 1 
the

seem to indicate th at the Jap anese 
were beaten off 
though

dam age is not clear. 
Though at least four Russian b attle­ 
ships appear to have reached the open 
sea. the cruisers Pallada. Askold and 
Diana and one battleship rem ain un-! 
accounted for. 
T he injuries sustained 
by the battleship Czarevitch give her 
sanctuary in th e harbor of T sin g c h a u ,! 
but the Novik is un der notice, served 
by the German authorities, to leave. 
As she is very fast. being capable of 
m aking 23 knots an hour, there are 
strong hopes that she will escape u n ­ 
less there arc Jap an ese cruisers aw ait­ 
ing her on the outside. 


Details in a Nutshell. 
Tokio, Aug. IS.—The navy d ep art­ 
ment has Issued a brief statem ent of 
th e engagem ent with the R ussian Port 
A rthur squadron on Aug. IO.

ran into Kiao 
Chou bay on th e evening of Aug. ll. 
One torpedo boat destroyer went to 
Chefoo and three of the enem y’s bat­ 
tleships, one cruiser (probably the Di­ 
ana), one hospital ship, tw o gunboats 
and several torpedo boat destroyers 
seem to have separately returned to 
P ort A rthur betw een dawn and noon 
of Aug. ll. 
Our fleet appears to have 
sustained no dam age.”

improvem ent 
in

crops pointing to a general yield of 
food products well above th e average 
Earlier prospects of a large cotton 
yield are not m aterially changed, but 
predicted lower prices render buyers 
of cotton goods cautious 
They are 
therefore, buying only for im m ediate 
necessities. 
Jobbing trade the coun­ 
try over, while perhaps up to expec­ 
tations. is not equal to last year’s. 
Bank clearings continue to run behind, 
but railway earnings promise rath er 
b etter than earlier expected.
